sary to 
protect 
navigation, 
water 


power and domestic water suply, and 
liecause tho health of people 
frail 


many .states who seek rest and rec- 
reation In the White mountains is a 
national asset.

Mr., Ayers quotes figures to show | 


that the rise1 in tlie price of standing 
timber ami lumber lias 
been 
very! 


great in New England during the last; 
few years, due to the exhaustion of! 


tho forests. 
Only about one-tenth of 


the area of northern New Hampshire 
.is agricultural land. In tlie conifer 
forests is an. estimated stand of •!,- 
164,060,000 feet o£ timber, and there 
.is about one-fifth as much in .liard- 
wood. timber. The principal species 
are spruce, balsam, flr, hemlock, birch 
maple, beech and aspen. 


As. a striking instance of the com- 


mercial Importance of-tho New Hamp- 
si.ire forests Mr. Ayers gives some 
facts- and figures about 
the 
wood 


pulp and paper -industry 
of 
New 


England. 
The total 
investment

these industries was

1'JOS and the paper mills of

chusetts, Connecticut and other states 
depend upon tlie New Hampshire for- 
ests for their raw 
material.

Ayers dwells upon the wasteful meth- 
ods of lumbering that are employed 
and the resulting loss 
from 
forest 


fires, which devastated 85,000 acres 
in 1803 'alone. 


The fires destroy 
the productive 


qualities of the soil, so that it. will 
riot support 
vegetation 
for 
> many 


years. 
Instills connection Mr. Ayers 


urges that fires would be largely a 


thing of the past If the White moun- 
tain forests, similarly to the nation- 
al forests, were placed under the di- 
irect charge of the 
federal 
guvern- 


men« 


Taking up the' water power ques- 


tion, Mr. Ayers says that the total 
investment in 
industries dependent 


upon tlie water of the Merrimac, Con- 
necticut, Saco.'Androscoggin and Ken- 
nebee rivers is $200,000,000. These In- 
dustries, witli thousands of 
persons 


employed in them, cannot exist with- 
out "water power. 


Mr. Ayers says the connection be- 


tween forest'cover and stream flow 
is intimate. 
Where the forests "are 


denuded the regular stream now stops 
and there are alternate periods of 
flood and low water. 
The bed of the 


streams fills up with soil that" has 
been washed from the bigh slopes of 
the mountains. 


Mr. Ayers gives descriptions of the 


water, power development along the 
rivers and tells of the characteristics 
of those streams and their tributaries. 
As regards 
navigation, 
Mr. Ayres 


shows.that the combined navigable 
lengtii of the streams is HG 1-2 miles. 
This is interfered with by silt depos- 
ited in the, stream beds. 
He quotes

Schoen of the American institute of 
electrical engineers to show that nav- 
igation is interfered with by destroy- 
ing the forests on tlie watersheds of 
streams.

In connection with health and rec- 


reation in the White mountains, Mr. 
Ayres says that more than $10,000,000 
was invested In summer properties in 
.New Hampshire in 1893 and $5,000,-

Unless there is a public spirit to appeal to, such department is 


practically powerless, and a true public spirit ot reformation, if fol- 
lowed to the last resort, leads directly to the standards and safe- 
guards of religion. Even if the individual reformer has no obvious 
connection with religion, he may have inherited that very strain of 
intensity of reform from some grandfather with Puritanic severity of 
religion. 


And the aggressiveness of some old Covenanter may lurk in the 


blood of. a modern foe of misdoing. Be this as it may, there is no 
hope for the civilization of Christ, minus the religion of Christ. There 
is nothing but dismal failure ahead for a city that rehabilitates it- 
self without religion.

.with milk and tied to a ring in .the 
wall. The woman then.slts flat.on the 
floor and rocks it to and fro till little 
balls of butter begin to' fo'rm' within. 
These grow larger and larger and ac- 
cumulate and aie finally brought-out 
as one big lump. The. remaining milk 
Is then boiled on the flre with bits of 
meat The male members of tbe fam- 
ily now come together. A large ,dish 
of cooked rice Is placed before them 
and the boiled milk poured over It 
Then, making balls of the mixture 
with his bands, each member quickly 
owollows his sbaie and rises to wash 
his hands. This dpne, the girls and 
mother sit down nnd eat what the men 
are pleased to leave'.

"BUILD- HOUSES JN TREES. 


Borne Mexicans Thus Sleep Secure 


From Quakes and Tigers. 
*> 


'In order to protect thulr homes from 
earthquakes maiiy of the natives lu 
the territory around Chllpunt'lugo and 
other towns In the 'state of Uuerrera, 
In Mexico, live in trees. 
Some of 


these tree uoines' are of large size and 
are Ingeniously constructed. 
Reeds 


and grasses are Interwoven with the. 
twigs and branches of tbe tree, much 
In the manner.: that a bird builds its 
nest The severestywlnd seldom loos- 
ens it from the tree.' \yhcre the trees 
are. large and stand closely together 
houses of :two or three rooms are fre- 
quently built ai their .branches.•; These 
houses also afford protection from the 
tigers and other wild animals which 
are found In that region in. large num- 
bers.. It Is said that a tiger will uot 
.attack Its prey unless it is .upon the 
ground. 


Tbe" prime object of elevating these 


houses Into the trees, however, is. as 
.mentioned, to keep them from behig 
'shaken down by the -severe earth- 
quakes which visit the Guerrero terri- 
tory at frequent Intervals. The rock-' 
ing of the earth gives the trees a 
swaying motion, but does no damage 
to tbe houses.' In some localities whole 
villages of these tree.homes are to bb 
seen. None of them Buffered damage 
from the recent earthquakes which 
wrought such ruin to tile buildings 
upon the ground.—New York Tribune.
